Washington, May 8.-—Charges against 
Judge Robert W. Archbald, of the com- 
merce court, were unfolded be- 
tore the house committee on judiciary 
which is to determine if impeachment 
proceedings shall be brought against 
the jurist. 

How Judge Archbald, in partnership 
with Edward J. Williams, a Scranton 
coal .dealer, while deliberating as a 
judge on the ‘lighterage cases’ to 
which “the Erie railroad was a party, 
is alleged to have negotiated an option 
from that railroad for 42,000 tons of 
culm dump property to be sold at a 
$12,000 profit. was related to the com- 
mittee by Williams himself. 

Judge Archbald heard the testimony, 
and occasionally looked at photographic 
copies of letters bearing on the case, 
one of them a letter in which the judge 
told ‘of his connection with the culm 
bank negotiations in his own words. 

Refused to Discount Judge's Note. 

ln addition to that transaction Wil- 
liams told of another deal in which he 
said Judge Archbald acquired an inter- 
est with him in an option on a million 
acrés of Venezuelan timber land for 
whieh the judge gave a note for $500.

Reinstated Despite Protest 
of Postmaster General.

Washington, May $.—(Special.)— 
Taft has peremptorily re- 
sed a ruling of his postmaster gen- 
and ordered Charles H:. Quacken- 
posta! clerk, restored to the 
service, despite Mr. Hitchcock's Insist- 
that such action would interfere 
with the economies and reforms he was 
attempting to put in foree.

Wrecking Train, Returning to 
Atlanta, Jumps Track 
at Gilmore 


WRECK BLOCKS TRAINS, 
RELIEF TRAIN 1S SENT 


Dead Are Brought to Atlanta 
and the [Injured Are Sent to 
Their Homes— Work to 
Clear the Tracks Will 
Be Rushed by Wrecking 


Crew. 


Two members of a Western and At- 
lantic railroad wrecking crew were 
killed and nine hurt last night, when 
their train, returning from clearing a 
wreck some miles above, jumped the 
track and turned over, 

The dead: 

JAMES D. DEWBERRY, 
avenue, car repairer. 

D.:F. HUDSON, 161 West 
street, member of the crew. 

The men who were injured were all 
road. They were sent 
to their homes. It is stated that none 
them was badly injured. 
The track was effectively 
a late hour last night, all 
behind the wreck, including the Dixie 
Fiver, famous through vestibule from 
(Chicago to the south, were at a stand- 
still. The interurban cars to Marietta 
brought a number passengers to 
town who were coming to Atlanta, and 
the remainder stayed with 7 trains 
to continue their journeys at ‘Jame in- 
definite hour this morning. 

The wreck occurred 
o'clock at Gilmore 
from Atlanta. The train consisted of 
an engine and several flat cars, with 
derricks and other machinery, which 
had been to a minor wreck above Mari- 
etta and cleared it, and was returning 
to the Atlanta yards. 

The cause of the derailment was not 
known at a late hour last night, as it 
had been impossible to make an ex- 
amination. The train was derailed 
fitwtmjis said, and a portion of it 
then . ied over. 

As soon as the news was received 
here, a relief traing was sent out, and 
work was commenced to clear the 
track. ‘ihe body of Dewberry was re- 
covered same hours after the accident 
occurred, and.was taken to Patterson's 
chapel to be prepared for burial,

The fight for the reunion was the 
fiercest ever waged in a convention of 
the veterans, and it was. marked by 
every possible confusion and disorder 
imaginable except actual personal con- 
flicts between the delegates. The con- 
troversy between Jacksonville and 
San Antonio regarding the alleged of- 
fer of Secretary FE. H. Hyman to ‘sell’ 
the 1913 reunion, worked to the disad- 
vantage of both cities and a strong 
band of Chattanooga boosters jumped 
in and threw the tide of battle to their 
city at the last moment. 

Instead of having the reunion 
his thumb, as he had declared, Mr. 
Hyman: did not show himself at the 
convention and the city which he rep- 
resented was given the lowest of 
the three contestants.

Mississippi's action gives the Alabamian a far lead over any 
other aspirant in the south proper and further clinches his show- 
ing as a national candidate, already made formidable by the al- 
most simultaneous action of Florida and Georgia. . 

It is ethinently fitting that Mississippi should, by supporting 
the logical: candidate, who happens also to be a southern man, 
join whole-heartedly with her sister states in the proclamation 
that henceforth no southern man of presidential stature shall be 
withheld from the fulfillment of his ambition by the obsolete 
fetich of sectionalism.

The company has agreed 
to accept $55,000 as a first payment 
this vear and $50,000 of that amount 
is now available from the bond issue, 
The company further agrees to allow 
the city to pay $100,000 next year and 
$75,000 each succeeding year until the 
whole amount paid.

Washington, May &§.—(Special.)— 
Senator Bristow, of Kansas, stirred 
things up in the senate this afternoon 
with referenge to the delay in making 
Pseport on ¢he Lorimer case. It has 
a = Jn persistently reported that there 
= a movement on foot to throw the 
Lorimer case over until next winter 
Senator Bristow, after referring to the 
fact that the senate would not adjourn 
in his opinion until there had been a 
vote, asked Senator Dillingham, chair- 
man of the Lorimer committee, when 
a report might be expected. 

Senator Dillingham assured him that 
the majority of the committee was 
proceeding with all speed, and that 
a renort would be in before the end 
of this week. Senator Bristow then 
offered a motton to require a report 
by next Monday. This led to an an- 
gry statement from Senator Dilling- 
ham, who denounced as absolutely 
false the reports of a purpose to throw 
the case over to next winter. 

“The work of the majority of the 
committee is well advanced,” satd he; 
“the majority of the committee has 
been meeting two or three times a 
week. Last night thev were in session 
until] midnight. If it has come to this, 
that in this senate, men who like to 
stand for character must be criticised 
for delay, I will have to submit. But 
I want to say that I never have heard 
anything in the committee of the suce- 
gestion of delay. The .charge that 
there is any intention of throwing this 
matter over to next winter is false. 
The senate can do what it pleases 
about it.” 

Senator Kenyon said on behalf of 
the minority of the committee, ‘himself, 


Kern, Lea, who are anti-Lorimer,®that 
the minority report was ready, but there 
was no rule whereby it could be pre- 
sented before the majority report. He 
pointed out that it had been three 
months since testimony closed and 
fifty-two days since briefs were filed 
and thought a time ought to be fixed 
for a report.

Chicago, May 8.—Apparently beaten 
in their efforts to tie up Cuicago news- 
papers, officers of the Web Pressmen’'s 
Union, according to a statement issued 
by the publishers tonight, have started 
a movement for a nation-wide strike 
of newspaper pressmen, This ana 
charges by the publishers that the 
pressmen Were using misleading slate- 
ments in efforts to gain sympathy 
were the principal developments today 
in the situation, 

Although policemen remained’ on 
guard at newspaper offices and many 
news stands and accompanied dis- 
tributing wagons about the city, today 
was the quietest since the trouble be- 
Zan. 

More pepers were. distributed 
gold today and the publishers said the 
expected normal conditions to prevall 
before the end of the week. 

Statement by Publishers.

“The newspaper strike in Chicago 
shows evidence of approaching dissolu- 
tion. Two body biows were given to 
the effort to tie up the entire industry 
when the Mailers’ Union, by a vote of 
nearly 100 to 6, refused to go on a 
svmpathetic strike and when the 
lectrotypers’ Union, despite appeais 
trom members of the Stereotypers’ 
Union, declined even vote on the 
proposition. 

“James J. Freel, 
ternational Stereolypers 
typers Union, continued his efforts to 
force the members to resume work and 
to call off their strike, called in defi- 
ance of his specific orders. 

“The officers of the pressmen’s union 
have started a movement to involve 
the entire country in the affray. RHKeal- 
izing that they have lost in Chicago, 
they have been sending telegrams, let- 
ters and yerbal communications from 
New York to Texas and from Vermont 
to the Pacific coast ordering the press- 
men to. get ready for sympathetic 
strikes.. They also have made appeals 
to various unions for financlai assist- 
ance. In sorne cities a small. amount 
was voted, in other cities they were 
told that the unions would not assent 
to assessments, and that the Chicago 
pressinen would have to fight the bat- 
tle themselves. 

Misleading Statements Alleged, 

‘The orders for a general strike 
contained many misleading statements, 
They alleged that the American News- 
paper Fublishers’ Association, at its 
recent meeting in New \Lork, had start- 
ed. a war of extermination on. union 
labor in the newspaper offices of 
America. It was also set forth that a 
fund of $150,000 had been. raised for 
this purpose and that the Chicago 
trouble was the first blow in the cam- 
paign.

“Whereas, the general invitation to 
participate in this celebration has been 
accepted by every state of our country 
and all have appointed representatives, 
most of whom from the south being 
our veteran comrades;

“1 That the United Confederate 
Veterans cordially reciprocate the fra- 
ternity so warmly shown in this in- 
vitation and gladly accept in the same 
spirit of pure patriotism and sincere 
good will in which it has been ex- 
tended.
